The  following  account  of  a sunken  rock  lying  nearly 
in  the  fairway  of  the  channel  leading  to  .^Lmapala,  on 
Tigre  Island,  in  "the  Gulf  of  Fonseca,  has  been  re- 
ceived from  Commander  Herbert  P.  Knevitt,  R.  N., 
H.M.S.  Fawn,  1871. 

\_All  Bearings  are  Magnetic.  Variation  7°  25^  West- 
erly in  1871.] 

A pinnacle  rock,  at  present  well  marked  by  the 
wreck  of  a steam-vessel,  lies  120  yards  to  the  west- 
ward of  Knob  Island  with  a depth  of  6 fathoms,  20 
yards  to  the  westward  of  the  wreck,  and  4^  fathoms 
between  it  and  the  land. 

From  the  wreck,  the  north  and  south  extremes  of 
Knob  Island  bear  N.  E.  i E.  and  S.  E.  respectively, 
and  the  south-western  point  of  Tigre  Island  S.  S.  E 
i E. 

The  funnel  of  the  steam-vessel  shows  well  above 
water  at  all  times  of  the  tide,  and  may  stand  for  a 
long  time,  but  on  the  removal  of  this  mark  the  rock 
will  become  a formidable  danger,  as  a bank  has  form- 
ed round  the  wreck,  and  appears  to  extend  towards 
Knob  Island. 

The  tide  at  a quarter  flood  sets  past  the  rock  at  tho 
rate  of  2 to  3 miles  an  hour.

Our  attention  has  been  called  to  the  importance  of 
obtaining  for  the  use  of  the  Department  of  Revenue, 
Agriculture,  and  Commerce,  and  for  general  infor- 
mation, early  copies  of  all  papers  (reports,  eirculars, 
and  the  like),  issued  by  the  Liverpool  aud  other  im- 
portant Chambers  of  Commerce,  and  by  leading 
English  firms,  relating  to  staples  such  as  cotton,  jute, 
rice,  indign,  silk,  and  others,  which  form  important 
articles  of  commerce  between  India  and  Great  Britain.. 

2.  We  shall  feel  much  obliged  if,  to  prevent  the 
delay  inseparable  from  the  passage  of  such  papers 
through  the  several  official  channels.  Your  Grace 
could  arrange  for  their  prompt  transmission  by  the 
publishers  direct  to  the  address  of  our  ISecretary  in 
the  Department  o-f  Revenue,  Agriculturer,  and  Com- 
merce, Calcutta- 

3.  We  should  be  happj  to  reciprocate  by  furnishing 
any  information  in  our  power,  by  supplying  copies  of 
such  printed  papers  as  might  be  desired  in  regard  to 
the  state  of  our  crops  and  the  position  of  our  trade. 

4.  It  is  specially  a matter  of  importance  to  us  to 
obtain  the  earliest  possible  information  as  to  the  state 
and  prospects  of  the  American  cotton  crop.  Agricul- 
tural conditions  in  many  parts  of  the  United  States 
are  very  similar  to  those  that  obtain  throughout  the 
vast  tracts  of  India.  Many  improvements  in  culti- 
vation and  very  many  of  the  mechanical  contrivances 
for  facilitating  agricultural  operations,  that  have 
been  found  beneficial  and  remunerative  in  America, 


would  prove,  we  believe,  scarcely  less  applicable  to 
many  parts  of  this  Country.  We  would,  thcreforCr 
request  the  favour  of  Your  Grace’s  arranging,  if 
[lossible,  for  the  direct  transmission  to  us  of  all  peri- 
odical reports  on  the  cotton  crop,  the  jirogress  of 
agriculture  generally,  and  the  develoinnent  of  all 
agricultural  appliances,  issued  by  the  American 
Bureau  of  Agriculture,  whom  we  would  in  turn  supply 
with  any  papers  they  might  indicate  relating  to  our 
cotton  crop  and  the  progress  of  agriculture  here. 

5.  Through  the  public  newspai>ers  and  through 
private  channels,  we  often  hear  of  American  inven- 
tions which  prima  facie,  appear  likely  to  be  useful 
here,  and  in  regard  to  which  we  desire  further  infor- 
mation. There  are  also  many  matters  of  detail  con- 
nected with  the  trade  and  Agriculture  of  America, 
the  Colonies,  and  other  Countries,  in  regard  to  which 
more  jirecise  information  than  we  can  at  jiresent 
obtain  is  often  very  desirable,  and  at  times  is  urgently 
required.
